Extracts from Letters Written by a Hardware Volunteer 








HE Officers’ Reserve Corps has been in Fort 
now for nearly a month—long enough for 

the men to be whipped into shape. We can say 

now that the settling down process is becoming 
noticeable. Just think—2500 civilians—men be-

tween the ages of 21 and 31—brought here to be 
given in three months as much as they can possibly 
absorb of training that requires about four years at 
West Point. At first it seemed utterly impossible, 
almost absurd to me, that the War Department 
would be able to get a sufficient number of young 
men, endowed by nature with both the mental as 
well as the physical equipment, to accept training 
under the most intensive system ever devised—a 
system that calls for every minute of your time 
from 5 o’clock in the morning until 9.30 at night. 
There’s hardly a man here that was ever in his 
life out of bed at 5 o’clock in the morning. Just 
think of the New York business man beginning his 
business at half past eight or nine o’clock. Why 
at that time we have already done three solid hours 
of work and the men are doing it cheerfully. If 
there’s a shirker in the camp I don’t know where 
he is. Of course, we work under a very strict dis- 
cipline. 
Must Look Presentable 


First and foremost, we have got to look presenta- 
ble. Our clothes must be cleaned; our faces must 
bé shaved every day. Bad looking clothes or un- 
shaved faces mean a demerit. Our guns and equip- 
ment must be polished until they shine. A rust spot 
means a demerit. I started out with the firm de- 
termination that I would keep my gun spick and 
span, and I burnished and polished the blamed thing 
until my back ached. Well, the only demerits I ever 
got are on account of rust spots on that gun—two 
in the same place, and if I get another, believe me, I 
shall consult an oculist. 

Our company is quartered in a dandy brick build- 
ing, but we are particularly fortunate as there are 
only three of these buildings on the ground. Each 
building accommodates one company and there are 
fourteen companies of us up to the present time. The 
other twelve companies are quartered in buildings 
built of wood. We sleep on cots—double deck af- 
fairs—one boy sleeping above another. We are fur- 
nished with four sheets and two pillow cases which 
we must keep laundered at our own expense. We 
have to exercise great care in making our beds and 
keeping everything slick and clean. Our shaving 
apparatus and all personal effects must be put away 
carefully. If they are not, it is a demerit mark for 
yours truly. 

Our company, of course, is drilled and in charge

of Captain ——, a man about 40 years of age. I 
want to say that our company is particularly fortu- 
nate in our captain. He is a fine, big, splendid type 
of man. He seems to have a splendid idea of justice 
—looks to be just the type of man to handle the 
bunch of raw recruits under him. The command- 
ing officer is Colonel , a very tall, thoughtful- 
looking man. Somehow every time I see him | 
think of Lincoln. I cannot imagine why because he 
doesn’t look a bit like Lincoln—it must be there is 
something in his bearing that influences the 
thought. 





Envies the West Pointers 


Our captain had the misfortune recently to strain 
a ligament, making it necessary to put Lieutenant 
of West Point in charge of our training, a 
young man less than 25 years of age, and the envy 
of the entire company. I tell you what, I sure do 
envy those West Pointers. They are the slickest, 
finest looking chaps you about ever saw, but it is 
not the clothes I am envious of—it’s those four 
years of intensive training that they have had at 
West Point that I wish I was in possession of, and 
which I am supposed to get at least a bird’s-eye 
view of in three months of study at Fort 
I can hear you snicker and say “Ha-ha,” but it’s not 
a laughing matter, believe me. For two weeks this 
young West Pointer has put us through the paces, 
and, believe me, he is some peach. 

So far the Government has not seen fit to cough 
up the hundred bucks that we have earned up to 
date. I would just like to have Uncle Sam know 
that he has a large bunch of sons in Fort in 
a completely strapped condition. Some have been 
compelled to borrow so as to be able to keep up a 
respectable appearance. 

Personally, up to date I have been well fixed. As 
you know, I put a few extra dollars in my jeans, ex- 
pecting to spend most of it for fried chicken, but 
instead of spending it for succulent eats it has gone 
for uniforms, equipment, soap, shirts, socks and 
fifty other things that we need. There’s a great big 
S. 0. S. going out from this camp begging the 
Treasury Department to get a move on. I tell you 
the boys need the money. While the work is hard 
and exacting, do not think we do not get a lot of 
fun out of it. We sing songs, and there’s a lot of 
good natured banter being indulged in. Taken as 
a whole, they are a fine body of men, and I doubt 
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very much if a cleaner, better-intentioned lot can 
possibly be brought together either in this or any 
other country. 


Company Applauded in Washington 


To give you some idea of how well the boys are 
doing, I will tell you of an incident that occurred 
on our hike to Washington and back, June 7. I sure 
was proud of our boys that day. In passing through 
Washington I noticed a bunch of about a dozen reg- 
ular army men stand at the curb watching our boys 
file by. All of a sudden they began to clap and when 
they came to our company they clapped their ap- 
proval in such a way that we were all swelled up

with joy and pride. We have hardly gotten over 
it yet. 

Now, regarding our rations, our grub or fodder, 
or whatever you care to call our food, I have this 
to say: We are supplied liberally with good vege- 
tables, fruit, meat, such as beef, corned, stewed and 
roasted. We are receiving mutton more frequently 
than we did at first; bacon, coffee, plenty of white 
bread, eggs, etc., for breakfast. Desserts are lim- 
ited, just as you would expect them to be in an or- 
ganization such as this. Fried chicken is conspicu- 
ous by its absence, and while I am on this subject 
kindly bear in mind that any time you want to pass 
on a few chickens, roasted, fried, broiled or stewed, 
send them by parcel post. If I cannot get away with 
them all I know several who would be glad to assist. 


Intensive Training 


From now on we are to receive intensive instruc- 
tion on the following subjects: Map reading, sketch- 
ing and practice marches. 

The maps we are using show the actual ground 
fought over and the actual obstacles encountered 
during the Civil War. At first they looked like 
snipe tracks on a sand bar or calico designed for 


Indian trade. They were certainly Greek to us, but 
we are rapidly learning to spot a hill, an orchard, 
a strip of woods, a bit of boggy ground, troops or 
batteries. We will be expected to map the ground 
over which we may fight later on. The map reading 
and the map drawing dovetail and we learn one as 
we absorb the other. 

Our practice marches are based upon the supposi- 
tion that we are now engaged in active warfare with 
the enemy. The work is based on the studies of the 
past three weeks. These practice marches are 
teaching us open warfare. I will tell you something 
about trench or siege fighting later on. 

We send out patrols to smell out the enemy and 
then pit our brains against theirs to accumulate 
such information as may be of military importance 
to our commanders. 

We have two kinds of patrols—reconnaissance 
and combat. The reconnaissance patrols map the 
country, determine the disposition and strength of 
the enemy and endeavor to screen the movements 
of our own regiment. 

The combat patrols locate the enemy artillery and 
gather all the other information they can. They 
also try to force the enemy to deploy in battle

formation that they may ascertain more certainly 
their strength. 

Messengers promptly carry back each new bit of 
information to our commander, who makes such 
disposition of it as he sees fit. 

We work at this open warfare three days each 
week and the other three days are devoted to siege 
or trench warfare. 


Trench Work Is No Fun 


Believe me, this trench business is no fun. Any- 
one who thinks this is tin soldiering would be wiser 
if he followed us on trench days. Our shovels are 
short handled and small. They are constructed with 
two things in mind: First, to do the work and sec- 
ond to be of convenient size to carry as comfortably 
as possible when strapped outside on blankets on 
our backs. They are so short that we have to double 


up considerably when using them. Golf blisters are 


a joke. Baseball or football sore muscles are just 
nothing at all and portages on canoeing trips are 
just play when compared to the things trench dig- 
ging does to a fellow. We have set a pace that 
would put us in Dutch with union labor on the sewer 


digging jobs back home. Many of our trenches 
must be dug on ground we are supposed to have just 
captured and we go to it like a ninth-inning rally. 

In this work there is no such thing as to choose 
the soft spots in which to work. We can’t choose 
ideal locations. You may suddenly be called upon to 
intrench, no matter where you are. You must 
strengthen the places made weak by nature and you 
must do it as rapidly as human beings can act. 

Each man here has a special work to perform 
when we intrench, and we must not only do that 
work, but observe what the others are doing that we 
may get all the fundamentals. 


Must Dig Trenches Quickly 


There is no cut and dried rule for first line trench 
digging. It is up to the captain of each company 
to so dig in that his men will be protected from 
shell fire as quickly as possible. The trenches must 
also be built in such a manner that we can see the 
target (enemy) in front of us as well as possible 
from our trenches. 

First line trenches are called the firing line, and 
from these zigzag communicating trenches run back

from 20 to 40 yards to a supporting line called cover 
trenches. 

Here we build shelter camps in which the men 
spend their time when not actively engaged in de- 
fensive or offensive work. It’s where they play the 
waiting game. 

Again, communicating trenches run back 15 or 20 
yards to another line called shelter trenches. These 
are deep cuts to which the troops retire when under 
heavy artillery fire. 

The first line trenches are usually 3 ft. and 9 in. 
deep with a foot of parapet thrown up in front of 
the dirt removed in the operation. They are 2-ft. 
wide at the top and wider at the. bottom to give the 
men more freedom of action when kneeling or lying 
down. The other two trenches are about 7 or’8 ft. 
in depth. 

In the supporting trenches we build supply sta- 
tions or depots for our ammunition and other sup- 
plies. 

We are also learning how to construct barb wire 
entanglements. These are put up from 20 to 40 
yards in front of the firing line, the distance being 
determined by the lay of the land. The matter of 
wire entanglements is left entirely to the ingenuity 
of the captain and the amount of wire available. 


Troubles of Semaphore Signaling 


I think the greatest amount of fun in camp since 
we came here was created by our unanimous desire 
to master semaphore signaling in a hurry. 

You know this signaling is done with two flags— 
one in each hand. As we mastered the alphabet we 
certainly looked like a big flock of lunatics. Every 
man practised wherever and whenever he could. It 
was mixed with washing, sleeping, eating and every 
other thing we did. 

I saw one fellow suddenly try to flag a W while 
at mess and the impulse caught him with a spoonful 
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against the “enemy” 


of peas on the way to his mouth. Those flying peas 
sent at least three uniforms to the wash. 

Another chap was shaving. Suddenly his razor 
arm shot straight up into the air and the other 
went straight out from the shoulder. He was mak- 
ing a J, but he forgot he had a soapy lather brush 
in his hand and it plugged his neighbor’s ear until 
further orders. 

Then we took up wigwag work, and the way we 
made dots and dashes with lighted cigarettes after 
the lights were out was a caution, but we’ve got it 
down pat now and will probably make good use of it 
later on. 

We are getting hardened up in great shape. The 
work that nearly killed us a month ago is a snap 
now and at the end of our training we will at least 
have a good idea of what is expected of us and will 
have a framework which we can complete with a 
more careful study of the details later. 


Realization of Unfitness 


The volunteer officers of the Civil and Spanish- 
American wars were certainly handicapped without 
this kind of training. Every man here is realizing 
more and more how unfit he was to start with and 
how unfit he still is to command a body of men. The 
realization of our unfitness is putting us into the 


‘ collar and if effort and application plus teachers 


who know the game and then some will turn out a 
good product we are surely on the way. 

She has 
sent pretty near forty men here to be trained for 
officers. I know a man from who is past 
forty years of age, with quite a bit of white show- 
ing at the temples.

The Hardware Dealer’s Opportunity 
in the Electrical Field

HERE is nothing mythological about the elec- 
trical business as is often believed by those 
who ordinarily sell hardware. What I shall 

have to say on this subject comes from experi- 
ence. I served six years with a strictly electrical 
jobber. Then I woke up to the fact that the hard- 
ware merchant was going to sell electrical sup- 
plies and that he would naturally buy them from 
the same sources from which he obtained his hard- 
ware. 

What I shall say on this subject is the result 
of three years’ experience there, which means not 
only my personal touch with the trade but the 
experience of 150 salesmen with whom I am in 
constant touch. These men cover twenty-one of 
our best states, and, serving as a clearing house 
of their experiences, I am thoroughly convinced 
that I know whereof I speak. 

The average hardware man is no more limited by 
hardware and implements than Broadway of New 
York is broad or is a straight and narrow path. 
You are in the business of buying and selling and 
you derive a profit from your efforts. Too many 
people are letting George do it; I say do it elec- 
trically. A merchant who is in a town which has 
not yet been supplied with electricity has a be- 
ginning of opportunity in the sale of dry batteries, 
electric automobile accessories, flashlights, tele- 
phones, telephone parts, telephone line material 
and the like. 

When your town is eventually supplied with 
electric current you ought to get more than light 
out of it. You are entitled to right, light and 


benefits. When electricity is first put into a town 
the subject dominates the average householder. 
Don’t be stupid enough to sit back and let some 
outsider come in and get the cream of this busi- 
ness. Get in on the ground floor. It rightfully 
belongs to you, and if you don’t get it it is your 
own fault. You are the logical source of supply. 


Easy to Establish Electrical Department 


It is a comparatively easy matter to establish an 
electrical department without increasing to any 
marked degree the overhead expense of the aver- 
age hardware store. Your commercial rating, your 
business instinct and your general efficiency make 
you a much more highly appreciated customer of 
the jobber than many of the smaller merchants 
could ever hope to be. Many of the people who 
are in the electrical supply business, particularly 
in small towns, are without commercial rating, 
which is the barometer of means. Most such 
places are one-man affairs. His workshop is his 
tool bag and his investment is his pliers and his 
screw drivers. And while he is here to-day he 
may be a long way from here to-morrow. He can- 
not take advantage of good buying opportunities 
and dealing with him many of your customers are 
paying an excess for the service they receive. 

It was my recent experience to have a dealer 
order a few items for a customer who had put in 
an electric lighting plant. Every few days a few 
more items were ordered specially. Finally the 
dealer took it upon himself to order a little in 
excess and he found his small venture exceedingly

profitable. Then he took a step further, and or- 
dered a small electric light plant as a sample. 
This plant cost him $150, and he set it up in his 
show window and connected it for the demonstra- 
tion. As a result he sold lighting plants us he 
would have sold Fords at a reduced price. How- 
ever, he sold not only these lighting plants, but 
an endless chain of supplies that go with them— 
that is, the wire and accessories, including fix- 
tures, lamps, etc. A little later this led to the sale 
of electric irons, motors, vacuum cleaners, elec- 
tric washing machines, electric fans, etc., and to- 
day that dealer claims his electrical department is 
the best and most profitable line he ever added. 


Electrical Business Still in Its Infancy 


The merchant who sells a plow or a cream sepa- 
rator cannot expect such an item to build him 
much additional business. It is true that when 
you sell a planter you will sell a reaper later on, 
and electric lighting plants are in the planter 
class. A few years ago many of the hardware 
merchants of this country refused to take orders 
for many automobile parts and accessories or to 
put in such stock regularly. They said that the 
automobile wouldn’t last long, but they were mis- 
taken. It has long since proven itself by astound- 
ing figures to be a business builder from which 
automobile accessory departments in thousands 
of hardware stores have profited greatly. Some 
people say that the electrical business in this 
country is still in its infancy, although it is much 
older than the automobile. As I have noticed the 
electrical departments of so many of our hard- 
ware stores develop, I have been firmly convinced 
that such is the case. 

There has been an enormous increase in the 
number of useful electrical articles manufactured 
which sell readily in the average home. The 
hardware merchant is the logical distributor to 
supply these conveniences, many of which are be- 
ginning to be considered necessities. You can 
remember when you sold an electric iron and con- 
sidered that you had sold something that was in 
the luxury class. That day has passed and the day 
is rapidly coming when dozens of other electrical 
heating devices will line up as necessities with the 
electric iron. It is a golden opportunity and one 
that should be accepted at once. 


Keeping the Light on the Road 


Instead of in Driver’s Eyes 


What is the solution of the “headlight glare menace”? 
Is it “dimming,” “deflecting” or “diffusing”? Certainly 
the motorist cannot drive with any less light—what 
he really needs is more light. The question is how to 
get it without danger to the “other fellow.” 

The number of lenses of different types recently 
brought out indicate an effort to change the quality of 
the light from the headlights. The widely different 
effects from different lenses would, however, seem to 
indicate that no definite idea has yet been universally 
adopted as a satisfactory solution. For instance, one 
type of lens seeks to remedy the “glare menace” simply 
by breaking up or diffusing the parabolic rays. 

Another type does not change the rays, but endeavors 
to correct the glare evil by deflecting the light so that 
the rays do not rise above a certain level. But the 
lenses do not materially help the driver of the approach- 
ing car. There are still the two bright lights, the faces 
which are fully visible. So the headlight glare problem 
is still far from being solved. 

A most satisfactory means devised for country driv- 
ing and for passing other cars is the windshield search- 
light. The spring controlled bracket, by which the 
movement of the searchlight is controlled enables the 
driver to tilt his searchlight at an angle which throws 
the light only on the road and at the same time hides 
the full view of the face of the searchlight from the 
approaching motorists. 

With a good searchlight on the windshield, head- 
lights can be switched off entirely and yet each driver 
has all the light he needs right where he needs it. 

The value of the searchlight in driving is more par- 
ticularly emphasized by the fact that even when the 
headlights are used, the light of the searchlight reaches 
farther and more clearly defines that part of the road 
on which it is thrown. 

With the very satisfactory results and the absence 
of glare in the use of the windshield searchlight, it 
would seem reasonable to assume that future improve- 
ments in headlight lighting will be along lines sug- 
gested by the spring controlled bracket idea of the wind- 
shield searchlight.

Making Motor Accessories Pay 


How a New England and a Southern Hardware Store Do It 


A novel motor accessories display by W. H. Willard 
Company, Worcester, Mass. 


HE W. H. Willard Company, Worcester, Mass., 
embarked in the motor accessory business 
about 18 months ago and the department has 

already grown to a point where it represents about 
15 per cent of the concern’s business. So far the 
sales have been handled by any of the regular 
clerks but the department is becoming so increas- 
ingly important that it will soon have to be placed 
in charge of a special salesman. At the weekly 
meetings of the men each new product added to the 
line is studied and its selling points fully explained. 
One article is picked out each week for a special 
sale and these sales have had much to do with build- 
ing up the business as the firm is particularly well 
stuated on the main street of the city near one of its 
busiest corners. A flash sign is kept in the window 
and one corner is always filled with selections from 
the accessories stock. 

The policy of the company is to handle as far as 
possible the advertised lines. Prices are never 
inflated and goods are sold at the lowest possible 
prices that will give a fair profit. The one-price 
policy is in force and the price is not changed 
whether a customer buys one item or 100. The 
sales are largely to individual car owners and by 
means of suggestion skilfully employed many a 
man who comes in for a spark coil goes out with a 
can of grease or a set of wrenches, in addition to 
his original purchase. 

A recent window display with the wheels of the 
machine in constant motion attracted much atten- 
tion to the store of the W. H. Willard Company. 
The only part of the automobile not made from 
regular hardware goods was the wood chassis. This 
rested upon hangers carrying a pulley at each end of 
a piece of gas pipe which served as shafting. The 
bushings in which the pipe ran were made of brass 
tubing and the drive was by belt lacing from a 
1/30 hp. motor at the rear of the machine. The 
wheels were four ash can covers with tires of gar- 
den house; the hood an ash sifter of the rotary 
type with the handle in the position of the regular

crank of a motor; the lights copper oil funnels 
and the radiator cap a copper oiler. A Ford steel 
mat formed the windshield; the steering column 
was a piece of brass tubing and the steering wheel 
a circular saw. The spark and throttle levers were 
made of a two-foot rule; the brake lever of a floor 
clamp. The clock, mirror and horn were from the 
regular lines carried in the motor accessories de- 
partment. The seat was a tool box; the gasoline 
tank a 10-gal. oil can; the running board was made 
of a piece of board supported by brackets. The 
number plate on the front of the machine read 
“Tel. Park 495,” the regular telephone number of 
the concern. The rest of the window was filled 
with accessories, tools and display cards. Under 
the car was a stock drip pan. 

The Wright Brothers Hardware Company, Vicks- 
burg, Miss., is another progressive concern which 
believes in automobile accessories and is putting 
its selling energy behind the line. E. Broughton 
Henderson is window trimmer for this store and 
he realizes the power of a human interest display. 
In a recent automobile accessory trim he built 
a highway of sand, bordered by green made of 
crepe paper cut into bits to resemble grass. On 
this highway three automobiles were burning up 
the dust and behind it was a modest display of 
automobile accessories. 

The background of this window display was made 
up of Goodyear automobile and bicycle tires. On 
the machine in the center of the window a good sized 
sign read as follows: “Goodyear tires are easy 
on your nerves as well as on your pocketbook.” 
Another of the baby automobiles carried a sign 
which read: “Goodyear tires make most miles” and 
the third demonstration car was labeled, “Use Good- 
year tires, they will not use you.” A show card 
inside the automobile tire at the back of the win- 
dow read “Good roads the thing, Goodyear the 
tire,” and across the bottom of the show card was 
painted a little birds-eye view of a country road. 

This display was kept in the window for two 
weeks and materially affected the sale of automo- 
bile accessories. The entire scheme was purple and 
the illustrations used were furnished by the manu- 
facturer.

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Live Hardware News of the Week 


Washing Machine Manufac- 
turers Meet in Chicago 


The convention of the American Washing Ma- 
chine Manufacturers’ Association, held June 20- 
21, at the Hotel Sherman, Chicago, was one of the 
most interesting, as well as important, meetings in 
the history of the association. Fifty manufactur- 
ing concerns were represented, and the delegates 
numbered somewhere around seventy or seventy- 
five. President Sam T. White presided and Secre- 
tary Raymond Marsh was also on the job, 

One of the most important matters discussed 
was that of the uniform system of accounts, as 
outlined in Federal Reserve Bulletins, to act as a 
basis when applying for credit at the member 
banks. The subject was gone into very thoroughly 
in an address by Howard Power of the White 
Lily Manufacturing Company, Davenport, Iowa. 
Mr. Power outlined the methods to be used in the 
handling of orders, the billing and invoicing of 
goods, the handling of shipments and collection 
of the money due. His address created much 
favorable comment. 

Secretary Marsh, who has been investigating 
conditions at first hand, took occasion to assure 
the members that it is the belief of the Council of 
National Defense that there will be no shortage 
of raw material for the balance of 1917, despite 
the press reports to the contrary. 

“Trade acceptances” came in for a share in the 
discussions, and the association voted a resolution 
favoring their use. Another question taken up 
was in regard to what might be expected to hap- 
pen when “the slump” occurs, and how to meet 
those conditions. The committee on the publicity 
campaign for washing machines made no report 
at this time, but another meeting was decided 
upon, to be held at the Hotel Sherman, Chicago, 
July 25 and 26. It is expected that the committee 
will be ready to report in full at that meeting. 


Arms Plant Receivership 


Upon application of the Billings & Spencer Com- 
pany of Hartford, Judge E. S. Thomas, of the 
United States District Court, at New Haven, Conn., 
appointed Edwin W. Higgins, the vice-president; 
William J. Garcey, the controller, and Lewis D. 
Parker of Hartford, receivers for the Hopkins & 
Allen Arms Company, of Norwich. 

The corporation has been filling an order from 
the Belgian Government for 140,000 rifles at $27 
each and 10,000 rifles at $28. About 11,000 rifles 
have been delivered. Until a few days ago 1800 
persons were on the payroll. Only a few men are 
now working. Slow delivery of rifles is said to have 
placed the company in difficulties, although just 
prior to application for a protective receivership 
Vice-President Higgins had said that an effort was 
being made to avoid legal action and to overcome 
difficulties. 

The present company was organized and took 
over the Hopkins & Allen Company, a long-estab- 
lished firearms plant, in May, 1915, and entered into 
contracts for munitions for foreign governments. 
No statement as to the financial condition of the 
company has been made public. Practically all the 
workmen discharged were immediately hired by 
other munition plants in the State. 


Manufacturers of Window 
Glass to Meet 


The manufacturers of window glass have ar- 
ranged to hold their annual meeting in New York 
at the Hotel Astor, July 24-26, inclusive. The busi- 
ness sessions are scheduled to begin at 10 o’clock 
a. m. each day, sharp, so that the afternoons and 
evenings will be free for social entertainment, 
which will be under the auspices of the jobbers of 
window glass, who are going to improve the oppor- 
tunity to reciprocate courteous attentions paid them 
by the manufacturers at previous conventions held 
at Atlantic City and elsewhere. 

A large attendance of manufacturers throughout 
the United States is expected, whose numbers will 
be increased by the attendance of official representa- 
tives of labor and many distributors of glass, ac- 
companied by their friends. The Eastern Associa- 
tion of Window Glass Jobbers contemplates an en- 
tertainment which will include theater parties, auto- 
mobile rides, boat trips and events of like character 
so fitting in a metropolis. The plan now is to in- 
clude a trip around Manhattan Island on a char- 
tered boat; also a run down to Coney Island in 
auto buses and dinner at one of the principal beach 
resorts there. 

It is also a part of the program to prepare sou- 
venirs of the occasion for distribution among both 
ladies and gentlemen, not only to the members, but 
to associate members, guests and visitors.

ends of strokes can also be finished in a half cirele 
by moving the pen like wire in a circular motion. 

The pen can be turned over and a thick and thin 
stroke similar to the Soennecken pen obtained, and 
at an emergency works very well. This is due to 
the flat nib being square. 

Beveled show cards aré without question the best 
form of elegance that can be added to a show card. 
Beveling can be done by hand with a sharp pocket 
or mat cutting knife, holding same on an angle, or 
following along a beveled steel straight edge. 

The edge beveled can be further improved by 
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gilding or coloring to suit some color scheme. To 
do this take a No. 8 or 9 red sable show card brush 
and dip into desired color or gilt, and apply to the 
bevel edge, placing the hair of the brush nearest the 
ferrule on the bevel edge of the card. Move over 
the length of bevel, and back and forth until fin- 
ished. By so holding the brush no color will be 
run over into the card, but a nice clean edge will be 
the result. 

Mat boards and fancy papers take a very im- 
portant part in show card writing for the holiday 
seasons. They are more apt to be used. Dark 
mat board lettered in white and light colors, makes 
ideal show cards for the summer months, as they 
soil less readily than the white card, and for perma- 
nent cards they are recommended, as they are found 
to be cheapest in the long run. 

In ordering mat board or fancy paper such as 
book covers, etc., it is best to order the stock cut to 
standard sizes: 22x28; 14x22; 11x14; 7x11; 
7x5'¥% and smaller price and case cards for the 
store that does any amount of card work as a 
great saving of time will be the result, and all the 
cards will be uniform and clear edged. Pretty and 
effective show cards can be made by using the ordi- 
nary white show card board and cutting a con- 
trasting bevel edged border of mat board, and 
fastening with glue or mucilage. 

The show card writer who writes a few or many 
cards each day should be ever on the alert to better 
his work in every possible way. Never become 
negligent. Card writers in the larger cities where 
the spirit of originality in each man’s work shows 
itself, cannot but have the attention of the public, 
for the public is very keen and susceptible to any 
new or artistic work shown in the show windows. 
After all it is the same story that we meet with in 
everyday life, “competition is the life of trade.” 
It is competition that puts speed into our work. 
It is competition that brings the necessity of the 
show card to the most forward rank. The fellow 
in the small town who feels that there is no neces- 
sity for show cards in his store or window because 
his competitor does not believe likewise, is retro- 
grading. Has such a card writer, clerk or mer- 
chant ever asked himself how much trade he has 
lost because of this neglect, or asked the question of 
how much more trade would have been his if he 
had used nice clean attractive show cards through- 
out his establishment? 

The alphabet and show cards were executed on’ 
quarter sheets 11 x 14, with Speed Ball pens. 

The alphabet was executed with the largest size 
pen; the capitals and ascending strokes of the lower 
case between guide lines % inch apart; the lower 
case “a” between % inch guide lines. 

Card No. 1 shows an effective manner of using 
the Oneida Community, Ltd., advertising illustra- 
tions as appeared in HARDWARE AGE. Leaving the 
background of blue around the illustration gives an 
unusual effect of strength and richness. The let- 
tering can be done throughout with the Speed Ball 
pen, or combined with Soennecken pen. 

Card No. 2 shows a good combination of illus- 
trations and lettering for display of this line of 
merchandise, and no doubt would move it quickly 
at this season. Lettering done with Speed Ball 
pens. 

Card No. 3 shows an effective illustrated card for 
Pyrex display either in show window, table or 
show case. 

Note the layout, the manner of placing illustra- 
tions. The eyes of edch draw your attention to the 
lettering. This is always important. The word 
Pyrex has been displayed. Executed with Speed 
Ball pen in double stroke throughout, and is equal 
to about the stroke of a No. 8 brush. 
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Post Card for Special Orders 


George H. Minier, Augusta, Ill., has found that 
unless customers ordering goods not carried in 
stock are reminded as soon as the goods arrive 
they are apt to wait some little time before coming 
into the store and then think the merchant has been 
slow in ordering them. Now aside from the profit 
there is in filling special orders promptly there is 
the additional, though intangible, profit to be ob- 
tained from the good-will arising from satisfied 
customers. If a merchant has a reputation for 
taking his time about ordering special goods it 
often means a good many cancellations after the 
goods are ordered, naturally causing embarrass- 
ment to the merchant. 

To eliminate all this difficulty it was decided 
first of all that all orders must go out the same 
night as received. Then the post card shown 
below was printed. As soon as the goods ordered 
come in, a post card like this is sent to the customer. 
It lets the customer know that his special order has 
arrived and it has a definite and decided advertis- 
ing value for the store. The trifling expense for 
these cards is nothing compared with the benefits 
that have been derived from their use. 

The card reads as follows:

Davenport Mfg. Company 
Occupies New Factory 


The Davenport Mfg. Company, Davenport, Iowa, 
manufacturer of the Schick steel fireproof paper balers, 
has recently moved into a new modern fireproof factory, 
which the concern built at a cost of $100,000. “A baler 
for every purpose” is the concern’s slogan, and it states 
that it is the intention to increase the line so that it 
will eventually include everything from the small hand 
press used in the home to large hydraulic presses used 
in factories.

FAMILIAR excuse some retailers have for not 
advertising is, “Oh, we have been here so long 
that everybody knows us.” What could they 

say then if told that a retail hardware store, which 
has been in one location for 70 years, had finally de- 
cided upon an aggressive advertising campaign and 
had increased its business 50 per cent each month 
over the preceding month since the campaign was 
started on Jan. 1, 1917? 

Macknet & Doremus of Newark, N. J., are one of 
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MACKNET & OOREMUS 








the oldest and best known retail hardware firms in 
the United States. They have been located since 
1848 just one door from Market Street on Broad 
Street, which in recent years has been rated as the 
third busiest corner in the world. 

Last fall the store was purchased by the Steel & 
Ironmongers, Inc., of New York. One of the first 
acts of the new owners was to change the store front, 
making it more attractive to passers-by, and thus a 
better advertisement of the store and its goods. A 
new electric sign was one feature. This is an exact 
reverse of a majority of signs in that at night it 
shows black with a background of white, while in 
daylight the letters are black with an outline of red. 
The show windows were also changed, background 
panels being of glass to let light into the store. The 
center panel slides in a groove, permitting easy ac- 
cess to the goods in the window. 

An interesting feature of the outside display is 
a sign which hangs from above the entrance. From 
this sign is hung another smaller sign, and the lat- 
ter is changed daily. ‘‘Rapid-fire deliveries” and 
“Responsive telephone service” are examples of the 
character of these small signs. Others call attention 
to the different lines of goods carried. 


A Fixed Advertising Policy 


After having decided that the retail business 
of Macknet & Doremus was susceptible to consid- 
erable expansion by advertising the next thing for 
the new management to determine was a policy.

miss method in the advertising of many stores, and 
he fixed upon a policy hich even the suave news- 
paper men, who are always looking for more space, 
cannot change. On Friday nights he advertises 
“Saturday Savings” and in the Sunday morning pa- 
per he advertises “Once-a-Week Suggestions” in sea- 
sonable hardware. The Saturday specials are gen- 
erally tools that appeal to mechanics or home own- 
ers, though occasionally some other articles are in- 
troduced. Only popular-priced goods are featured in 
this way. 

A feature of the Sunday ads is “Sandy,” a charac- 
ter originated by Mr. Mendell. “Sandy” is made to 
say original things, such as: 

The boss says to push lawn mowers this season, so 
I’m doin’ my share. 

“Sandy” did another good stunt. It was found 
that a large stock of wrist watches had not moved, 
so “Sandy” decided that the trouble must be with 
the fact that the average man thinks it is effeminate 
to wear a wrist watch. The single exception to this 
is in the case of soldiers, who wear them because of 
their greater usefulness. ‘‘Sandy” decided he would 
sell the stock on hand to soldier boys, and he ran an 
advertisement which showed “Sandy” unpacking a 
box, and below it read: 

Sandy says: 

Just unpacked about a bushel o’ strap watches so 
the soldier boys can see what time it is in the dark. 

Changing the name from wrist watches to “mili- 
tary strap watches” and appealing to the soldier 
boys did the trick. The entire stock was quickly 
sold and more were ordered and those were sold. It 
will be a good business as long as the war lasts. 


Window Displays Linked Up with Ads 


One of the interesting features of the Macknet & 
Doremus advertising campaign is the care taken ‘to 
link up the displays in the store with the newspaper 
advertising. Every Saturday the windows are filled 
with the goods which were advertised in the Friday

evening newspapers. Large display panels contain- 
ing a reproduction of the wording of the advertise- 
ment are placed in the center of the window, but the 
actual tools are wired into the card instead of the 
cuts as in the newspaper ad. 

A display table near the center of the store con- 
tains all of the special goods which were advertised 
besides many other articles, all attractively priced. 
The articles are placed in wire baskets, each basket 
having its price mark in large plain figures. Just 
above the table is a panel suspended from the ceil- 
ing, in which a card is inserted which carries some 
saying of “Sandy’s.” On other days than Saturday 
this panel is used for the display of street car cards, 
and if any manufacturers of hardware or special- 
ties sold in a hardware store happen to be conduct- 
ing a street car advertising campaign in Newark 
this panel is used for the display of one of the cards, 
so that the store is immediately coupled up in the 
minds of customers with the publicity seen in the 
cars. 

The interior of the store has been entirely rear- 
ranged, new fixtures having been installed. The 
show cases are placed diagonally, so that the goods 
may be seen from all sides. 


Rack for Manufacturers’ Advertising 


Another good idea by which the advertising lit- 
erature of hardware manufacturers is utilized, in- 
stead of going to waste, as it unfortunately does in 
many stores, is a rack at the left hand side of the 
front door as you go out. Just over the rack in large 
letters are the words: 

Here’s something to read going home on the cars. 

It cost little to construct and it costs nothing to 
maintain, but the store is getting a positive advan- 
tage from the thousands of dollars which manufac- 
turers are spending with no other idea than to help 
the retail merchant sell their goods. 

Something more should be said about the Sunday 
advertisements. These are always headed “Supe- 
rior Hardware,” the firm having adopted “Special- 
ists in Superior Hardware” as its advertising slogan. 
The Sunday ads are usually a full column, while the 
Friday evening ads occupy a half column. It is sel- 
dom that an advertisement more than the column 
width appears. The type is set in very narrow 


- measure, leaving liberal white space even in a single 


column. Thus the ads are distinctive, and as they 
appear in about the same style every week readers 
of the newspaper get into the habit of looking for 
them. 

To wake the Newark public up to the fact that a 
rejuvenation had been brought about in the store the 
firm ran a large advertisement recently which read 
as follows: 


Good Morning 
Fine Day! 

Grass is getting green— 
has to be cut pretty soon; 
Lawn ought to be rolled, too, 
and the hedge trimmed. 


Garden? 
of course! 
—Tools to work with, good 
ones, so it'll be fun.

Take the gold eagles and flags for automobiles, 
for example. There was a method in featuring the 
sale of these. A new department for automobile ac- 
cessories had been installed. A special advertise- 
ment which appealed to automobile owners was run 
in one of the evening papers. A large number of 
motorists who visited the store were introduced to 
the new department. 

A mail campaign has also been waged in the same 
aggressive manner. An electric addressograph is a 
part of the equipment of the advertising department 
and this is kept busy on circular letters a good part 
of the time. A circular for the new automobile ac- 
cessories department was printed on this machine 
and mailed to several thousand automobile owners 
in Newark and vicinity. 

New customers who opened accounts received this 
letter with their first monthly statement: 

We want you to know that it gives us pleasure to see 
your name as a customer of the store this month. It is 
our expectation to so fully deserve your confidence that 
you will be glad to respond with a continued and ever- 
increasing business. Yours very truly,

Another letter was sent to thousands of customers 
and prospective customers. It read:

Advertising Factory Supplies 


Ford cars, 1917 models, have been purchased for 
the outside salesmen who call on factories and the 
builders’ hardware trade. Each car has the firm 
name on the outside of the body. Five counties in 
eastern New Jersey are covered by the factory 
salesmen. To make its name still better known in 
the factory and mill supply trade red pennants with 
the firm name have been presented to all factories 
which employ motor trucks or wagons, the pennants 
to be used as danger signals on loads which project 
from the truck or wagon, as in the case of pipe.

It will be noticed that the ad not only lists a 
variety of seasonable merchandise, but goes into 
detail regarding the presentation of each article. 
This argument, supplemented by the special price 
in each instance, makes an appeal that is bound to 
bring sales at the very start. Just because a price 
is reduced is no reason why the description and 
selling argument should be curtailed. In fact, a 
sale price calls for even stronger talk than the 
regular ad because the advertiser must impress 
upon the reader that the low price does not in any 
way mean a sacrifice of quality. The golden an- 
niversary of the firm offered an ideal vehicle for 
carrying along the sale. Golden anniversaries 
occur only just so often, so that putting this for- 
ward as a sale reason makes a strong impression 
on the reader. Our only criticism of the ad is 
this: so many extraordinary values are featured 
that the tire panel which offers no price induce- 
ment seems out of place. It either should have 
been omitted or run in a smaller panel toward the 
close of the ad. Although the range panel offers 
a special inducement, we think this should have 
been placed at the close of the ad so as to give 
preference to the articles which represent the 
greatest bargains. The advertising of the sale 
event, however, was handled in a masterly fashion 
and the work reflects great credit on the Beatty 
company as up-to-the-minute advertisers. You 
don’t have to wait fifty years, however, to stage a 
sale of this kind. There have been some highly 
successful five-year and ten-year anniversary 
sales. The anniversary thought is a mighty good 
basis for a sale ad.

Reducing Costs of Manufactured Commodities 


By D. J. Foss, 
Wooster Brush Company, Wooster, Ohio 


HE day has arrived when the American people 

as a whole are of necessity turning to a policy 
of “Waste not.” Steps are being taken to conserve 
national resources. Factory system experts are 
constantly on the lookout for labor and material 
saving devices and systems. Perhaps our country 
would have been nationally stronger had more ef- 
fort been expended along these lines in years gone 
by. Be that as it may, it is never too late to mend, 
and the present indications of a vigorous thrift 
policy are gratifying as an indication of future 
strength. 

A dollar saved is a dollar earned, and this dollar 
is a benefit to society, not only in the pocket of the 
one who saves it, but the gain to the people at large 
of every saved dollar, no matter who saves it, is 
almost incalculable. The ways in which savings 
may be effected in our industrial world are in- 
numerable. Every factory, every retail store, every 
jobbing house, in short, every institution which is 
a part of our commercial nation, has its individual 
problems along this line. In addition to these there 
are a great many general ways common to similar 
lines of industry where savings may be made. 

It is a recognized fact in manufacturing that 
quantity production of standard items effects many 
economies of manufacture, is a very material aid 
to maintaining quality, and wonderfully improves 
prompt service conditions. If the purchaser of man- 
ufactured commodities, from consumer to the largest 
wholesale dealer, would co-operate with the manu- 
facturer, a vast saving in the cost to the consumer 
of manufactured articles could be effected. Let us 
suppose a manufacturer of an article sold to the 
public in general adopts a number of lines as stand- 
ard in the field in which he is working. These lines 
are carefully selected by the manufacturer who is 
an expert in his work. The selection is given care- 
ful study and the whole field is thought to be fully 
covered. Purchases of material necessary to the 
manufacture of these lines are made, catalogs and 
price lists are prepared, labels, finishes and pack- 
ages are selected, costs are figured, and the care- 
ful expert is ready for business. The article is 
marketed as planned by the manufacturer, but be- 
fore his salesmen have been on the road very long, 
requests for “Specials” commence to come to the 
home office. This man would like to have his own 
name on his goods—that one would like to have a 
red label on his package in place of a blue one, as 
planned. One man desires to have “Moon Brand” 
stamped on his articles; another prefers “Star.” 
Another prefers Number 20 to Number 10, as 





adopted. These few instances of special work can 
be multiplied to infinity by any manufacturer of 
an article having a general appeal. 

Naturally, without stopping to consider the cost 
to the manufacturer of special goods, orders are 
often placed for small quantities of these special 
goods. In many instances there are a number of 
operations in the process of manufacture of these 
goods where the cost is the same for one-half dozen 
as for one gross. Many times these small orders 
are sent in to the factory with such frequency 
that the factory will have s2veral of them in dif- 
ferent stages of construction at the same time, 
whereas considerable saving could be effected were 
they all manufactured in larger quantities at one 
time, and better service afforded in every way. 

The added expense caused by these conditions, of 
course, helps to make up the cost of producing the 
article. The particular purchaser who orders in 
this manner may say “Jones pays the freight,” but 
is this true? The manufacturer must figure his 
costs—the added expense of producing specials and 
small orders goes to help make up the cost of pro- 
duction and increases the total cost of producing 
the article, thereby increasing the prices to the con- 
sumer and adding to the high cost of living. 

What is the remedy? And who is to blame? 
The answer would seem to be every one who manu- 
factures or handles therarticle in question. Natur- 
ally the manufacturer is anxious for all profitable 
business. His competitors are doing the same sort 
of expensive work—he must do it. The jobber and 
retailer are in the same boat. Their competitors 
have their special goods—they must have them. 
But it would seem that an effort to reduce these 
specials and small orders to the minimum would 
effect a saving which would be more than worth 
while even though the fact be recognized that they 
seem to be a commercial evil which cannot be alto- 
gether abolished. 

The manufacturer can advise against these 
specials, not from any selfish motive but because 
there is an actual material economic advantage in 
reducing their number. 

The jobber can reduce the number of specials 
carried in stock and watch carefully his small or- 
ders, realizing that every time he sends one to a 
factory he is increasing the general cost of pro- 
duction of that commodity. 

The retailer and consumer in buying standard 
lines of recognized manufacturers cannot only pro- 
tect their own interests so far as quality is con- 
cerned, but also help to reduce the high cost of 
living.

Lesson Needed from 
Washington 


VHE charge is being repeatedly made that 
the American people are not taking the 
war seriously enough, and it is undoubtedly 
true that all the horrors of war have not yet 
stamped their impression upon us. In the 
short time which has elapsed since the United 
States took a hand in the game, however, a 
world of things have been accomplished. In 
a story in this issue of HARDWARE AGE is 
given a bird’s-eye view of what is happening 
to the boys in the officers’ training camps. 
These men are being given a training in- 
finitely broader and better than that ever 
given to the officers of a new army, and they 
are making the most of it. 

These men are going to be awarded their 
commissions on the efficiency basis rather 
than on the miserable political basis. Influ- 
ential men whose sons are in these camps 
who are trying to bring strong political in- 
fluence to bear in behalf of their friends and 
relatives will learn to their chagrin that such 
efforts are working against rather than in 
the interests of those they are endeavoring to 
favor. 

Then the draft system has put us miles 
ahead of the old volunteer system. There will 
certainly be no shortage of men as far as the 
United States is concerned. 

The Council of National Defense has 
brought skilled civilian aid to Washington, 
and is splendidly amalgamating the nation’s 
resources. 

Goethals is on the shipbuilding job; and 
the confidence the American people have in 
the canal builder’s ability is boundless. 

General Pershing and an army of regulars 
are already in France, and the National 
Guard will be mustered into the Government 
service July 15 to further swell our army 
overseas. 

The Navy is already actively engaged in 
the war and with marked favorable results. 

In many ways besides the financial end we 
are now in the war. The Liberty loan and 
the Red Cross fund are just starters which 


indicate that our pocketbooks are open to the 
cause. 

And still there is a grain of truth in the 
statement that the people do not realize the 
seriousness of the situation. They need an 
object lesson from Washington. The people 
can hardly be expected to realize the serious- 
ness of the war when legions of unnaturalized 
Germans are left free and unguarded scat- 
tered throughout this country. The people 
cannot realize that we are really at war when 
the Government permits the citizens of our 
enemy to roam about the country about as 
free and unmolested as our own people. 
There are plenty of evidences of spies and of 
plots. Is Washington going to wait for out- 
rages which will cost the lives of a great num- 
ber of our people, or the destruction of vast 
amount of our valuable manufacturing 
plants, or our much needed railroads before 
action will result? Thinking people are look- 
ing for a lesson in the seriousness of war 
from those in charge of our affairs at the 
National Capitol. The day of the barbed- 
wire prison camp for unnaturalized German 
citizens is here. The prompt detention of 
these enemies in prison camps will preserve 
a lot of property, save a lot of lives and im- 
press upon the people as a whole the fact that 
we are a part of this war and not apart from 
it. 

,England and France found it necessary to 
brush aside a lot of politicians from their 
Cabinets. We need the best brains in Amer- 
ica on the job to-day, and it is safe to predict 
that President Wilson will hold some fare- 
well parties for some of his lieutenants if 
they fail to think quickly and act promptly 
upon their ideas. 


Eliminate Unnecessary 


Store Deliveries 


HIS is a time when every man in Amer- 
ica should be working where his work 
will count for the most. It is surely not the 
time for people to be employed with those 
things which count for nothing. The Amer- 
ican public have been educated to expect 
many services from merchants which are 
wasteful and extravagant. 
The leader of this lot of mercantile slack- 
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ers is the delivery system. Statistics show 
that more than 200,000 men are employed to 
deliver purchases. Most of these men are 
busy dodging the footsteps of customers, who 
could just as well carry their purchases home 
with them. Take an inventory of almost any 
loaded delivery wagon and the results will 
show that the big majority of the items could 
be easily carried by those who made the pur- 
chases. The delivery habit has grown until 
most women shoppers arrive home to be 
closely followed by the delivery man. 

The editor of every small town newspaper 
should be requested to support or lead a 
movement to eliminate this waste. People 
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will take a lot of advice when it is branded 
patriotic that they would rebel against in 
normal times. Fully half the 200,000 deliv- 
ery men and half the vehicles they drive 
could be released for constructive work if 
the merchants and the newspapers combined 
their efforts to cut down the delivery of small 
items. 

Market baskets are becoming popular in 
the larger cities. The housewives of many 
cities are already doing their bit on the de- 
livery subject. With the U. S. Army draft 
soon to further diminish the already short 
supply of labor in this country it is indeed 
time to start cutting corners. 





Branded a Liar by U. S. Chamber of 


June 22, 1917. 


To the Members of the Chamber of Commerce of the 

United States: 

HE National One Cent Letter Postage Associa- 
tion, which has its headquarters in Cleveland, 
Ohio, issued circular letters to the members 

of the National Chamber opposing that recommen- 
dation of the chamber’s committee on war finance, 
contained in Referendum No. 20, recently completed, 
which advocated as one of several means of raising 
the required funds an increase in first-class letter 
postage. To this procedure the officers of the cham- 
ber raise no objection. Organization members are 
not expected to confine themselves to the informa- 
tion contained in the referendum pamphlet, but, 
on the contrary, to seek additional information in 
every direction in which it is available. The greater 
the information the more intelligent the vote. 

The National One Cent Letter Postage Associa- 
tion, however, issued other circulars and letters 
which have been brought to our attention by some 
of our members containing false allegations against 
the chamber, its officers and committees, of which 
we are compelled to take notice, in justice to the 
men who unselfishly and without remuneration have 
given generously of their time and thought to the 
chamber and the business interests of the country 
which it represents. These allegations have not been 
retracted, and therefore the Executive Committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the United States 
deems it necessary to warn the membership against 
future statements of a like reckless character that 
may issue from thé same source. 

As examples of such allegations we cite the fol- 
lowing: 

One of the circulars of the One Cent Letter Post- 
age Association states that the committee of the 
National Chamber “was threatened with active 
newspaper and magazine opposition if they dared 
to advocate advance of second-class rates.” 

This statement is unqualifiedly false, and with- 
out the slightest basis in fact. The committee was

not “threatened” or approached in any manner by 
the newspaper and magazine interests; there was 
no dissension in the committee; each of the propo- 
sitions recommended by it in the report was seri- 
ously and carefully considered, and, as the members 
of this chamber will have observed, now that the 
returns on the referendum have come in, the rec- 
ommendation on first-class postage was approved 
by more than the two-thirds vote necessary to com- 
mit the chamber. 

Another paragraph of the same circular stated 
that a sub-committee of the Committee on War 
Finance requested the support of the Post Office 
Department for the proposed advance in letter post- 
age and was refused. 

This statement is wholly false, as is the further 
statement that “the committee was very sore.” The 
sub-committee simply asked for and obtained from 
the Post Office Department and from other officials 
information to be used by the full committee in its 
deliberations. The sub-committee and the full com- 
mittee had no bias, and no feeling was displayed 
at any time. 

The attacks in the circulars issued by the Na- 
tional One Cent Letter Postage Association upon 
directors and officers of the National Chamber are 
so contemptible that they must fall of their own 
weight. The officers desire to make no response. 
The by-laws of the chamber make it perfectly clear 
that the chamber cannot be committed to or support 
any policy except after a vote of its membership, 
and that the officers have no power to affect it even 
should they desire. The merits of the recommen- 
dations of committees of the chamber are never 
acted upon by the officers, the board of directors, 
or the executive committee, until after the vote of 
the membership has been obtained.

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Daylight Saving Bill May Soon Become a Law—Hoover’s 


Big Job as “General Manager of the Universe” 
By W. L. CRouNSE 


WASHINGTON, June 30. 
F the old gentleman in the picture, who wears a 
long beard and lugs a scythe and hour glass, 
happens to look at his watch early on the morn- 
ing of the last Sunday in April, next spring, he 
will find it sixty minutes slow, if the House of 
Representatives passes a bill that was put through 
the Senate last Thursday in exactly twenty minutes. 
The measure is known as the Daylight Saving Bill, 
and was introduced by Senator Calder of New York, 
who has long been interested in the subject. 


The Early Rising Movement 


Briefly, the Calder- bill will get the people out 
of bed and put them back in again one hour earlier 
from the latter part of April until the latter part of 
September in each year, but will not affect the nor- 
mal time schedule during the remainder of the 
year. You will open your store and close it again 
one hour earlier during the late spring and sum- 
mer, but during the fall and winter you will pro- 
ceed as heretofore. 

If the early bird catches the worm, you ought to 
do a lot of extra business in that early-morning 
hour, when the air is fresh and cool and when you 
and your clerks feel a lot more like working than 
in the hot, stuffy hour just before you shut up 
shop at night. The exact terms of the chief pro- 
vision: of the Calder bill are ‘as follows: 


That at 2 o’clock a. m. of the last Sunday in April of 
each year the standard time of each zone shall be 
advanced one hour, and at 2 o’clock a. m. of the last 
Sunday in September in each year the standard time of 
each zone shall, by the retarding of one hour, be re- 
turned to the mean astronomical time of the degree of 
longitude governing said zone, so that between the last 
Sunday in April at 2 o’clock a. m. and the last Sunday 
in September at 2 o’clock a. m. in each year the stand- 
ard time in each zone shall be one hour in advance of 
the mean astronomical time of the degree of longitude 
governing each zone, respectively. 


New Time Zones 


Another section of the bill provides that “the 
standard time of the first zone shall be known and 
designated as United States standard Eastern time; 
that of the second zone shall be known and desig- 
nated as United States standard central time; that 
of the third zone shall be known and designated as 
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United States standard mountain time; that of the 
fourth zone shall be known and designated as United 
States standard Pacific time; and that of the fifth 
zone shall be known and designated as United States 
standard Alaska time.” 

The new law is to become effective Jan. 1, 1918, 
but the change of clocks will not be made until the 
last Sunday in April following. The change will 
be made, assuming that the House passes the bill, 
without the slightest difficulty, and ought to result 
in great benefits. 

The daylight saving plan has worked extremely 
well in Great Britain, where, because of the high 
latitude of that country, there is ordinarily more 
daylight than in the average community in the 
United States. Our saving, therefore, should be 
greater. 

How It Works in England 


The associated chambers of commerce of the 

United Kingdom made a test of this scheme during 
the summer of 1916, and following are a few items 
taken from their reports: 
, In Belfast, the consumption of gas was reduced 
more than 5 per cent. In Blackburn, gas consump- 
tion was cut down 8.19 per cent, which was the 
equivalent of a saving in coal of 1,710 tons. Con- 
sumption of electricity decreased 25 per cent in all 
the shops. 

The municipal government of the city of Edin- 
burgh saved 10,000 pounds sterling, or $50,000. One 
large printing establishment, working all night, 
saved 12% per cent in lighting bill; a big hotel 
saved 9 per cent, while the reduced consumption of 
gas in the stores exceeded $30,000. 

In the city of Manchester the saving of gas con- 
sumed amounted to 134,000,000 cu. ft., or the equiv- 
alent of 11,000 tons of coal. In the residential dis- 
tricts the electric light used was decreased by 15 
per cent. 

In Nottingham the saving in individual stores 
and shops was from 10 to 15 per cent, while in 
Portsmouth the saving is put at 25 per cent. 


Daylight Saving a War Measure 


That the daylight-saving scheme is a valuable 
war measure is certified to by the most experienced 
members of the British House of Commons, who 
have given the subject much thought and study. 








July 5, 1917 


One prominent member, Herbert Samuel, made this 
igni statement : 


The Government would not have dreamed of favoring 
this measure, or of inviting the House to consider it, 
unless it had reason to think it was essentially advan- 
tageous for war purposes. The question of our coal 
supply is one which has given us serious concern. We 
are casting about in every direction for means to in- 
crease our coal supply and when a proposal is made 
which we believe and, indeed, are convinced would lead 
to a large economy of many hundreds of thousands of 
tons of coal in the course of a year, we cannot regard 
it as a matter of indifference. 


When the Calder biil was taken up in the Senate, 
but a single objection was made to its passage. This 
was the possible disturbance of the railroad systems 
through the necessity for adopting new time-tables. 

Senator Kellogg of Minnesota very quickly dis- 
pelled all doubt on this score by declaring that the 
railroad systems in foreign countries where the 
daylight-saving scheme has been tested have ex- 
perienced no difficulty whatever. They simply push 
their clocks ahead one hour, and the traveling pub- 
lic goes on its way rejoicing. 

Of course, there is a little hitch at 2 a. m. on the 
last Sunday in April, when an hour is lost, and at 
the same time on the last Sunday in September, 
when an hour is gained, but the readjustment is 
easily made and is then immediately forgotten. 
Time-tables are not required to be reprinted, and the 
traveling public experiences no inconvenience. 

It is believed the House Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce will accept the Calder bill 
and promptly report it with a favorable recommen- 
dation. A canvass of the House shows a large 
majority for the bill if it can be brought to a vote, 
and also demonstrates that the bill is regarded as 
a logical war measure, which perhaps might be kept 
on the statute books indefinitely, to the great advan- 
tage of the country. 


An Extraordinary Measure 


In these days of wars and rumors of wars you 
can hardly believe anything you hear, and yet noth- 
ing that you hear is too preposterous to believe. 
This observation applies with especial force to much 
of the legislation which is now being put through 
Congress. 

When President Wilson announced that he had 
summoned the Sixty-fifth Congress to meet “in ex- 
traordinary session,” he used a very apt term. The 
session has been extraordinary in every possible 
sense and so have most of the measures that have 
been brought forward. 

No legislative proposition offered for the con- 
sideration of either house can compare, however, 
with the bill just reported by the Senate Committee 
on Agriculture as a substitute for the measure 
just passed by the House clothing the President 
with power to control the commerce of the country 
in the “necessaries” of life. This is a war meas- 
ure, with a vengeance. 

The House bill began with a declaration that “by 
reason of the existence of a state of war it is essen- 
tial to the national security and defense, for the 
successful prosecution of the war and for the sup- 
port and maintenance of the army and navy, to 
assure an adequate supply and equitable distribution, 
and to facilitate the movement of foods, feeds, fuel, 
and articles required for their production, here- 
after in this act called necessaries; to prevent, lo- 
cally or generally, scarcity, monopolization, hoard- 
ing, injurious speculation, manipulations, and pri- 
vate controls affecting such supply, distribution and 
movement, and to establish and maintain govern- 
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mental control of such necessaries during the war.” 
The measure then proceeded to clothe the Presi- 
dent with power to control the “necessaries” re- 
ferred to, and in effect authorized the Chief Execu- 
tive to turn this big job over to Herbert C. Hoover, 
late of Belgium. 


A Big Job for Hoover 


When the Senate Committee on Agriculture re- 
ceived this bill the Senate was already deep in the 
discussion of a similar measure, but in order to 
expedite action the committee decided to report 
the House bill as a substitute for the Senate meas- 
ure. Before doing so, however, they amended it in 
several highly important particulars. 

To begin with, instead of limiting the bill to 
the control of food, feed and fuel, an amendment 
adopted by the committee enlarged the category to 
include “foods, feeds and containers therefor, fuel, 
including petroleum and its products, steel and iron 
and their products, copper and its products, hemp, 
jute and sisal and their products, lead, timber, lum- 
ber, farm implements and machinery, and fertiliz- 
ers.” If Mr. Hoover had a big job under the House 
bill the Senate committee’s amendment makes him 
little less than the general manager of the uni- 
verse. 

The one thing that sticks out as conspicuously as 
a very sore thumb in the Senate bill is the fact that 
in remodeling the House bill Chairman Gore of 
Oklahoma and his colleagues of the Committee on 
Agriculture have thought of nobody but the farmer. 
The horny-handed son of toil is the special ward 
of this committee, and they have certainly taken 
care of him, come what may. 


Taking Care of the Farmer 


Throughout the discussion of the control bill in 
the House the great statesmen of that body fought 
like tigers to prevent the incorporation in the meas- 
ure of any provision that might limit the price the 
farmer might receive for his potatoes, his cabbages, 
his onions, his wheat, and all the rest of his garden 
sass. The food speculator was pounded good and 
plenty, and provisions were inserted for sending 
him to jail should he attempt to raise the price of 
any food product. 

From all these drastic provisions, however, the 
farmer was exempted by a proviso that none of them 
should apply to “farmers or gardeners.” Thus, 
farmers were nicely taken care of, and were specifi- 
cally permitted to charge and collect $4 a bushel 
for potatoes costing 50 cents to raise, and $3 for 
wheat that no farmer’s delicious nightmare ever be- 
fore put above $1.25. 

But when the Senate received the House bill, 
Chairman Gore and his associates decided that they 
would not be outdone by their colleagues at the 
other end of the Capitol. To show their loyalty to 
the farmer they amended the bill so as to exempt 
from the prohibition against price raising not only 
the farmer and the gardener, but “all co-operative 
associations of farmers or gardeners, including live- 
stock farmers.” Under the terms of this amendment 
the farmers can organize the tightest little grub 
trust ever contemplated by the framers of the 
Sherman anti-trust law without the slightest fear 
that the Attorney General will seek to interfere with 
their fun. 


What the Farmer Buys 


But this is not all. After exempting from Fed- 
eral control all foodstuffs in the hands of the farm- 
ers or combinations of farmers, the Senate Com- 
mittee specifically grants to the President the right 
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to control everything under the sun that the farmer 
needs to use, and thus guarantees that however he 
may raise the price of food nobody shall boost the 
cost of anything he buys. And the things the 
farmer buys make quite a pretty little list. Here 
are a few of them: 

Glass jars and tin cans in which to preserve his 
surplus; fertilizer with which to stimulate his crops; 
farm implements and machinery with which to do 
his planting, cultivating and harvesting; hemp, jute 
and sisal, used in making binding twine for his 
grain crops; petroleum and its products, including 
gasoline for his farm engine and his teakettle auto- 
mobile; timber and lumber for his house and barn; 
and finally, every article of iron, steel, copper or lead 
utilized on the farm or in the farmer’s household. 


Farming Versus Storekeeping 


Who wouldn’t be a farmer? Doesn’t it make you 
feel as though you would like to close up your store 
and go to planting spuds and late cabbages and spin- 
ach just for the sake of getting under the shelter- 
ing wing of Hoover of Belgium? 

Do you find anything in this bill to help the store- 
keeper? If the measure becomes a law, and its 
provisions are literally executed, you will probably 
find considerable regulation of your prices and 
profits, but mighty little in the way of protection. 

As usual, the prohibition lobby in Washington 
succeeded in adding a “rider” to this bill forbidding 
the manufacture of distilled spirits or malt liquors 
during the war. War measures of great impor- 
tance should not be imperiled by loading them down 
with extraneous matter that ought to be considered 
on its merits. 

Congress should pass all the necessary war legis- 
lation and go home before the Fourth of July. 
Thanks to several hundred lobbyists, who are try- 
ing to put over their own particular projects under 
the guise of war measures, we’ll probably have the 
House and Senate with us until Sept. 1. 


Cold Feet On Parcel Post Deliveries 


The Post Office Department reports a lull in the 
campaign to secure the substitution of the parcel 
post service for the delivery systems of the big 
retail stores in New York and other large cities. 
Here is what a prominent official of the department 
tells me: 5 


The initiative in this matter has been taken by the 
large retailers and not by the department. Since the 
matter was first broached we have had no formal appli- 
cation to utilize the parcel post in lieu of private de- 
livery systems, but we have had hundreds of inquiries 
from merchants and others. 

The storekeepers of the country who have written to 
the department do not appear to be a unit concerning 
this matter. Some of them seem to believe that the 
Government is ready to put into operation a service 
that would displace all the private delivery systems of 
New York and enable a large amount of money to be 
saved by the big retail establishments. 

Of course, we have taken no steps in the matter and 
therefore the only facilities available at the present 
time are those heretofore provided for the normal vol- 
ume of business. To undertake the scheme proposed 
we should have to spend a great deal of money and in- 
stall warehouses, automobile trucks and other facilities 
on a very large scale. 


A Big Deficit Threatened 


We have no money for any such undertaking except 
that included in our regular appropriations and, ob- 
viously, if we should undertake such a project as this 
we would certainly incur a big deficit at the end of the 
year, unless in the meantime Congress should make 
special provision for the work. 


Hardware Age 


So far as the department is concerned we must, of 
course, handle whatever is put into the mails and, if the 
stores in the big cities should undertake to utilize the 
parcel post for delivery purposes, we would have to do 
our best to meet the demand. It seems improbable, 
however, that an attempt will be made to utilize the 
mails without first giving the department ample notice, 
for it goes without saying that we could not give satis- 
factory service without a period of preparation, and, of 
course, if congestion and delay should result the stores 
would suffer as the result of the dissatisfaction of their 
customers. 

Quite a number of communications received by us in- 
dicate that there is an impression that the department 
has decided to substitute its service for private delivery 
systems and intends to make the patronage of the 
parcel post for this purpose compulsory upon all re- 
tailers. Some of our correspondents protest against 
being obliged to use the parcel post, doubtless because 
they have satisfactory delivery systems of their own. 
Of course, there is no basis for this apprehension, as 
we have taken no steps in the matter and, equally, of 
course, the department, under no circumstances, would 
interfere with the business of any citizen. 


That Board Of Export Control 


Many business men appear to be laboring under 
the false impression that the Board of Export Con- 
trol which has just been organized under an act 
of Congress which became effective on the 15th 
instant, will take charge of the entire export trade 
of our manufacturers and merchants and may in- 
terfere seriously with private business. There is 
no ground for this fear. 

In the first place, the exports council, which will 
be composed of the Secretary of State, the Secretary 
of Agriculture, Secretary of Commerce, and the 
food administrator, will not exert any control over 
our general export trade but only over a few com- 
modities, which the President may designate from 
time to time. At the start these will include only 
coal and wheat. 

The primary object of this measure is to prevent 
supplies from reaching the enemy and also to in- 
duce certain neutral countries to do certain things 
which we especially desire to be done to facilitate 
our military and naval operations. In other words, 
Congress has put a stout club in the hands of the 
President with which he can enforce certain recip- 
rocal trade advantages on a penalty of refusing sup- 
plies of American goods. 


A Powerful Weapon 


Almost every country needs more or less of our 
wheat and many need our coal. Germany would 
be glad to get either or both, and would import them 
indirectly from so-called neutral countries if it were 
possible to do so. 

Under the new law we can shut off supplies of 
wheat and coal from any country that we suspect 
of passing them on to Germany. We can also say 
to certain countries that have interned their mer- 
chant vessels, thereby reducing the transportation 
facilities of the world, that if they will not resume 
operations we will ship them no more coal nor will 
we permit their vessels to take fuel in American 
ports. 

Wisely administered, the export control law should 
be a big help in bringing the Kaiser to an early 
reckoning.

Trade Conditions and Iron, Steel and Hardware Prices

ISTRIBUTION is becoming more complicated as or- 

D ders increase, and the available volume of goods 
decrease. Many manufacturers at this period are now 
and have been holding the usual semi-annual meeting of 
salesmen to discuss trade questions which have arisen 
during the calendar year and co-incidentally plan for 
fall and winter trade. The opinion prevails that manu- 
facturing conditions will grow worse before they are 
better, particularly as to labor and the congestion in 
transportation. 

A manufacturer said recently, during one of these 
meetings, that immediately after President Wilson’s 
war proclamation April 6 he lost 10 per cent of his 
working force, of whom 7 per cent were accepted by the 
United States army inspectors, while he anticipates an- 
other 5 per cent depletion in wage earning personnel 
when the selective draft occurs in July. Therefore ow- 
ing to many causes the labor problem is particularly 
acute and at a time of the year when manufacturers 
are endeavoring to produce goods for fall, winter and 
next spring’s business. Just now, also, people who work 
in factories like to get away for employment in the 
fields or woods; sometimes in certain kinds of lumber- 
ing. For example there is considerable activity in the 
pump wood industry and in portions of New England 
men can make much more money cutting pump wood 
than bench wages in factories. Then the shipyards, 
including those capable of building wooden ships, are 
paying high wages for shipwrights and mechanics. 

Manufacturers, as a rule, have been forehanded in 
preparations to meet an abnormal demand in various 
ways, but in the next few months, probably, and for 
how much longer no one knows, the immense quantities 
of supplies for Government, use means cutting into 
regular business, whether in metals, wood, or other 
commodities. 

Manufacturers cannot depend on the promises of steel 
makers and others as to deliveries, notwithstanding the 
natural anxiety to fulfill all obligations, but new situ- 
ations continually arise and the demand is great. One 
person ordered 200 tons of steel, but got only 75 tons, 
and that he had to be satisfied with. 

Where malleables are necessary it is difficult, if not 
impossible, frequently to get them, as they are both 
scarce and high. Founders are often at the mercy of 
molders, who, under the high tension, naturally choose 
the most desirable classes of product for their own 
profit which very often does not square with the manu- 
facturer’s needs. 

_ Others are discarding malleable castings where pos- 
sible, and fitting up to substitute wrought iron or steel. 
Some tradesmen are getting fearsome for their mer- 
chandise, although not really wanted until next June, 
but are taking it as fast as it can be had because they’re 
afraid otherwise they won’t get it in time. As some 
jobbers say if they are unable to supply customers their 
clients may go to competitors who are better prepared 
and thereby lose trade. 


WINDOW Guiass.—This branch of the trade has 
quieted down still further, yet prices are firmly main- 
tained because of the scarcity of glass. It is predicted 
that the shortage will be more intense as time passes, 
especially in the fall before the resumption of produc- 
tion unless there is a marked falling off in demand and 
of greater volume than is expected. 

The prices of window glass still remain as they have 
been for some weeks, viz.:

quality, and 3 per cent discount. 
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Wire Naiits.—The situation in wire nails is very 
tense and supplies are scarcer than ever. Stocks are 
badly broken, and few, if any, contracts are being made 
by jobbers, we are told by some of them. The prospects 
for anything like an adequate supply are diminishing, 
not so much because of the demand for wire nails and 
wire products generally, as because the basic material 
is so badly needed for other lines, especially govern- 
ment and war work of diverse character. 

Wire nails, when they can be had, range from $4.20 to 
$4.25 base per keg. 

Cut Natts.—The situation is as tight in this line as 
in wire nails. Manufacturers claim that they cannot 
afford to work because of the uncertainty of getting 
raw material and a corresponding scarcity of labor. 
These goods are scarce and high. Users of nails are 
becoming more anxious and accumulating what they 
can, but suppliers do not care to undertake the filling 
of any orders in entirety. If the nails happen to be 
available they are shipped; otherwise not or seldom are 
the orders taken. Some of the manufacturers have 
given directions to their representatives not to take 
further orders. 


Cut nails commonly run from $4.70 to $4.75 base per keg. 


Rope.—Manila hemp is coming along fairly well and 
somewhat better than a few weeks or months ago al- 
though the supply is still intermittent, most of it com- 
ing across the Pacific to our West Coast except that 
on rare occasions a ship has arrived at Atlantic ports. 
Manila hemp is still up with a general tendency to 
higher figures. Sisal hemp is firmly held at the recent 
high price of 18%c. per lb. for the raw material. 

Rope prices are on the same basis as recently established, 
viz.: Manila rope, first grade, 3lc.; second grade 30c. and 


third grade 26c. base per Ib. First grade sisal rope is 22c. 
and second grade 20c. base per Ib. 


NAVAL STorRES.—Trading is dull with but scant busi- 
ness in sight. The attitude of the trade is that of 
marking time while awaiting developments in the 
South because of the new crop which is moving freely. 

Turpentine, in yard, is quoted at 42% to 43c. per gal. 

The lighter grades of rosins are showing increased strength 
in sympathy with the South, although the demand is of 
routine character as yet. 

Common to good strained, in yard, on the basis of 280 Ib. 
per bbl., is $6 and D grade $6.10 per bbl. 

LINSEED O1IL.—The consumption of linseed oil by 
manufacturers who use it in large quantities as a part 
of their basic material, are taking oil in good volume. 
Jobbers of oil, painters and small individual consumers 
of this commodity, however, are ordering very spar- 
ingly. The sowing of the new flaxseed crdép is complete 
but anything like a reliable estimate of acreage it is 
now impossible to forecast. 

Linseed oil, raw, card prices, is $1.20 in lots of 5 or more 
bbl. and $1.21 per gal. in less than 5 gal. 

State and western oil varies from $1.20 down to $1.15 per 
gal., according to seller and quantity, although we learn of 
but one selling at $1.15 for carload lots in this market. 

PAINT AND VARNISH.—The Montauk Paint Mfg. Com- 
pany, 170-172 Second Avenue, Brooklyn, N. Y., has 
issued a revised price list, effective from July 1, and is 
now quoting the following flat prices to the trade, viz.: 
$14.40 per gro. each on Di-mel-ine open stock items as 
follows: Prepared paint, ten colors; varnish stain, six 
colors; screen enamel, black and green; stovepipe en- 
amel, iron black; furniture varnish; all in full %-pt. 
cans; enamel paint, white and six colors, in full %-pt. 
cans; gold and aluminum paint in full %-pt. cans. 
The two regular and complete Di-mel-ine assortments, 
comprising the entire 29 Di-mel-ine colors, are quoted 
at $33 for the Dealer’s Assortment (30 doz.) and $13.80 
for the Jobber’s Assortment (12 doz.). These prices 
are f.o.b. New York with a freight allowance of 2 per 
cent on shipments outside of the Metropolitan district.

PITTSBURGH

A BOUT the same general conditions still exist in the 
steel and hardware trades as has been noted in 
these reports for many weeks past. The one thing that 
is causing the greatest interest in the steel trade at the 
present time is the prospect that the Government will 
shortly take hold, and control all prices for practically 
everything in iron and steel products, and also in coal 
and coke. There is no doubt but that if the Govern- 
ment decides to fix prices on these products, they will 
be very much lower than the prices now ruling in the 
general market to domestic consumers. As an instance 
of this, we can state that %-in. and heavier sheared 
plates could readily be sold by the mills at 10c. per 
pound or more. The Government would probably not 
agree to pay over 4c. or 5c. per pound for plates, and 
the mills will have to furnish them at whatever prices 
the Government may fix. 

For many months Japan has been a heavy buyer of 
plates in this country, and is willing to pay practically 
any prices the mills ask for plates, if they can only get 
them. At present Japan is in the market for over 
50,000 tons of plates and is said to be willing to pay 
practically 10c. per pound to get them. 

Heavy foreign inquiries are still coming in this mar- 
ket for pig iron and many lines of finished products. 
At present, there is one active inquiry here for 60,000 
tons of Bessemer pig iron for shipment to Italy. Where 
blast furnaces can be found that are able to furnish 
this large amount of pig iron is a good deal of a ques- 
tion. On another inquiry for 10,000 tons of basic pig 
iron for shipment to Japan as high as $62 per ton at 
St. Louis furnaces were quoted. 

There is not much of new interest to report in the 
hardware trade this week. Jobbers and retail hard- 
ware dealers are having all kinds of trouble in getting 
goods as promptly as needed, and on some lines of 
goods deliveries from the manufacturers are almost im- 
possible to get. This is particularly true of wire and 
wire nails, sheets and tin plate, builders’ hardware, 
garden tools, wire cloth and other seasonable goods. 
The warm weather of the past week or more has in- 
creased greatly the new demand for wire cloth and 
screen doors, and stocks of these goods in jobbers and 
retailers’ hands are very low. Another product in which 
deliveries are very slow is axes, prices on which were 
advanced $1 to $2 per ton recently. There is a scarcity 
of labor in jobbers and retailers’ forces of employees, 
many of whom have already enlisted. 

Wire Propucts.—All manufacturers of wire and wire 


nails have advanced prices to the basis of $4 per keg ' 


for wire nails, and $4.05 per 100 lb. for bright basic 
wire, with the exception of the American Steel & Wire 
Company, and this concern is still quoting wire nails 
on the basis of $3.20 and bright basic wire $3.25 per 
100 lb. The Government has lately placed orders for 
42,000 kegs of wire nails at $3.20 per keg, at mill, half 
of the order or 21,000 kegs to be filled by the American 
Steel & Wire Company, and the other half by the inde- 
pendent wire nail mills. This heavy order will have 
preference in delivery over all other contracts on the 
books of the wire nail mills, and means that domestic 
consumers are going to have still further delay in de- 
livery of nails by the mills. Prices are very strong 
and it is not unlikely there may be another advance 
made by the independent mills in the near future. Mills 
state there is no trouble whatever in getting $4 per 
keg for wire nails, and they can get a higher price if 
they would agree to ship out promptly.. The American 
Steel & Wire Company has not made any change in its 
prices on wire nails and wire, still taking care of its 
trade on the basis of $3.20 for wire nails and $3.25 for 
bright basic wire. Independent mills quote: 

Wire nails, $4.00 base per keg; galvanized, 1 in. and 
longer, including large-head barb roofing nails, taking an 
advance over this ie +4 of $2, and shorter than 1 in., $2.50. 
Bright basic wire $4.05 per 100 lb.; annealed fence wire, 


Nos. 6 to 9, $3.95; galvanized wire, $4 .65; galvanized barb 
wire and fence staples, $4.85; painted barb wire, $4.15; pol- 


ished fence staples, $4.15; cement-coated nails, $3.90 base, 
these prices being subject to the usual advances for the 
smaller trade, all f.o.b. Pittsburgh, freight added to point of 
delivery, terms 60 days net, less 2 per cent off for cash in 
10 days. Discounts on woven-wire fencing are 43 per cent off 
list for carload lots, 42 per cent off for 1000-rod lots, and 41 
per cent off for small lots, f.o.b. Pittsburgh. 

IRON AND STEEL Bars.—There is still a heavy demand 
for both iron and steel bars, much larger than the 
mills can supply promptly, and they are all back in de- 
liveries of orders eight to ten weeks or longer. It is 
very probable that prices on both iron and steel bars 
will be advanced in the very near future. 


We quote steel bars, 4.75 to 5c. and iron bars, 4.75c., 
f.o.b. at mill, these prices being for carload lots to large 
buyers only. Small lots of iron and steel bars from ware- 
— bring 5 to 5.50c., and in some cases up to 6c. for smalh 
ots. 

NUTS AND Bo._ts.—The expected advance in prices of 
nuts and bolts has not yet been officially announced, but 
may come out at any time. The new demand is very 
heavy, and all the makers are sold up for three or four 
months, and are 10 to 12 weeks back in deliveries. 
Discounts now in effect to the large trade in carloads 
and larger lots, but which may be lowered at any time, 
are as follows:

Cut Naits.—The mill price on steel cut nails is still 
$4.65 base, per keg, at mill in carloads and larger lots, 
f.o.b. Pittsburgh, and it is very strong. The new de- 
mand for cut nails is abnormally heavy, especially from 
the South, where they are more largely used than in 
any other section of the country. Small lots of cut 
nails from store are selling at about $5 base, per keg, 
and higher. 


RiveTs.—The heavy advances in prices of rivets have 
not restricted demand, which is still abnormally heavy, 
and all the makers are sold up for three or four months, 
and some for practically all of this year. Consumers 
are well covered over this year on rivets, and at prices 
much lower than are ruling now. The Government is 
a heavy buyer of rivets for its shipyards, and independ- 
ent shipyards are also buying freely. In fact, the Gov- 
ernment just placed orders for 40,000 tons of rivets for 
shipment as quick as the makers can turn them out. 
This means that deliveries of rivets to domestic con- 
sumers will be still slower, and they have been very 
unsatisfactory for a long time. 

We quote structural rivets at $5.25 base, and boiler rivets 
$5.35 base, per 100 Ib. f.0.b. Pittsburgh in carloads and 
larger lots to the large trade. Jobbers charge the usual ad- 
vances for small lots from store.

y |NCERTAINTY as to the requirements of the Gov- 

ernment is still a dominating factor in the condi- 
tions surrounding business. Manufacturers are more 
than willing to co-operate with the Government ocf- 
ficials, and are placed in a difficult position in regard 
to private business. They are also somewhat worried 
over the proposal that the Federal Government fix ‘he 
prices on goods destined for private consumption. The 
position of the jobber is also a difficult one, as he is 
in many eases unable to get shipments from the mills 
and factories fast enough to keep pace with the orders 
coming in from retail sources. This situation is par- 
ticularly true in regard to wire nails, barb wire, buiid- 
ers’ hardware, enamel ware, tin ware, steel sheets and 
tools. 

With the advent of more seasonable weather, and 
the prospect of better crops than had been anticipated, 
the retail trade has shown some added impetus during 
the past two weeks, particularly in the smaller towns 
and rural districts. This has been reflected in addi- 
tional business to the jobbers, who report that they are 
easily selling all the merchandise that they can get 
transportation for at this time. In the cities the retail 
trade in hardware is not as good as in the country 
towns. This is due in a great measure to the curtail- 
ment of building operations of a speculative nature. 
Many small contractors, who formerly built houses 
and apartments to be sold on payments, are doing prac- 
tically nothing at this time. In the rural districts, 
where there is less building of this class and more or- 
dinary home and business building, business is not 
greatly affected. The farmers also are expecting high 
prices for their produce and are spending their money 
more freely than the average hardware consumer of 
the city. 

Both jobbers and retailers report collections to be 
fairly good at this time, and prices in all lines are firm- 
ly maintained. The week has been marked by the 
usual number of price advances, and there are numer- 
ous rumors of higher prices to appear in many differ- 
ent lines. Probably the only item to show a decline is 
linseed oil, which took a drop of one cent per gallon. 

The transportation problem is still causing worry in 
all branches of business, as is also the matter of secur- 
ing adequate labor. Many factories in the vicinity of 
Chicago are short handed, and in many cases machines 
are idle due to inability to get competent help. 


WHEEL BARROWS.—Jobbers report sales of wheel bar- 
rows to be very good, particularly the common bolted 
and garden barrows. The types used in construction 
work are not moving as freely, although many are he- 
ing used in road and repair work. The advance re- 
cently noted has been taken by the jobbers and prices 
are firm. Prices are quoted as follows: 

To retailers, f.o.b. Chicago, No. 2, common bolted wood 
barrows, $24 per doz.; No. 4 tubular barrows, $63 per doz. ; 
angle steel leg garden barrows, $48 per doz. 

ENAMEL WARE.—The situation in regard to enamel 
ware appears to be growing more serious. The recent 
general advance of 20 per cent has been taken by the 
jobbers, who report new advances on practically every 
invoice received. The manufacturers are reported to 
be oversold in many lines, and are facing numerous dif- 
ficulties. Steel sheets are very difficult to obtain and 
transportation problems impede deliveries, The advent 
of warm weather is also said to be driving workmen 
from the enamel ware factories to other labor where 
the heat is not so intense. 


RUILDING PaPerR.—Sales of building paper are hold- 





ing up very well in spite of the fact that building 
cperations have fallen off greatly in comparison with 
the same period of last year. Many of the sales are in 
small lots for repair work. Jobbing stocks are not 
overly heavy, and reports from retail sources show 
similar conditions. Prices are unchanged, but are firm.

c would be surprising to any but a native Minnesotan 
to note the variable weather that assails us here. 
Cold prevails, but with occasional warm and even hot 
days. Cloudy weather and rain have made this week 
a rather slow one. The main complaint seems to be 
along the building line, which still is very slow, and 
bids fair to be in this condition until at least August, 
or perhaps even later. The trend upward of all mate- 
rials will do still more toward checking this class of 
work. The word comes to us here that the price of 
goods in the hardware line at the present time will in 
six months seem very low. And dealers and jobbers 
are advised by some of the most prominent authorities 
in the country to buy to their limit at the present basis 
of cost, and sell all the old stock. There is one phase 
of that advice that must be considered and that is the 
fact that those who are giving the advice are Eastern 
men, from the districts where hardware is made from 
the ground up, and they are almost daily in touch 
with the problem of continugus production. They have 
a view of the situation under entirely different condi- 
tions than the hardware men here. The comparatively 
slower consumption here makes some difference, not to 
be overlooked. 

Crop conditions in the tributary country seem to be 
very good, with the exception of the flax crop, which is, 
according to some authorities, going to be short some 
millions of bushels, and this has a direct bearing on 
the paint price question. The person having painting 
to do would do well to look into the matter very care- 
fully now, before the inevitable advance comes. In 
fact, all of the building class of hardware can be had 
much cheaper now than the same goods will be six 
months from now. 


We are advised that the nail situation is fast grow- 
ing serious, and many mills are refusing further ship- 
ments at any price. An advance of sixty cents went 
into effect here Thursday, and we are assured that this 
is probably only the beginning. Stocks both in retail 
and jobbing houses are becoming badly broken, and no 
promises are made to indicate that this condition can be 
changed very speedily. The same condition is true in 
regard to sheets and tin plate as to price and supply. 
The advances on all steel goods of this character which 
have been made at the factories in the past week or so 
have reached here in full force. 

The advance made by the screw manufacturers has 
been promptly taken by the jobbers. It is safe to say, 
however, there are dealers who have not taken notice 
of the previous advance and are stil] selling screws on 
the old basis. The worst feature of that is the fact 
that those dealers do not read trade papers, and do not 
realize the full scope of the market changes. 

Des Moines, Iowa, was the final selection for the 
army cantonment, thereby losing this district a hand- 
some thing in the way of employment and sales.

THE week just closing has seen little change in prices 

on the general line of staples. Minor items are 
constantly moving to higher price levels, advances on 
such items frequently being 25 or 30 per cent instead 
of the 10 or 15 per cent that was usual during the 
opening months of the year. 

A few clear, hot days have started a buying move- 
ment on the warm weather goods and these have been 
moving in considerable quantities. Wire cloth stocks 
are less broken than was expected, but stocks of garden 
hose have been badly depleted at times. Fairly quick 
deliveries from the manufacturers have prevented a 
serious situation. Farming and gardening tools con- 
tinue to have a large sale and the scarcity of some kinds 
has become more pronounced. 

Many items of stock which have long been considered 
in the luxury class have evidently grown into the neces- 
sity class; at least, the increased cost has been but 
little bar to sales. Most distributors report good sales 
of automobile accessories. 

Private building operations are dropping off, but fac- 
tory building is beyond normal and Government activi- 
ties at arsenals, navy yards and cantonments are going 
on at a sharp pace. Several good shipments of wire 
nails are reported and the average stock is in fully as 
good condition as last week. 

Retail stores are very busy and this has brought to 
the jobbers a large.increase over the corresponding 


month last year. This, of course, is expressed in terms. 
of dollars as no one can say just how the tonnage vol- 
ume compares. In fact, the sales of to-day are spotty 
in character and offer little basis for comparison with 
preceding periods. Every day or two there is a large 
and usually unexpected demand for some one line, often. 
continuing until the market is stripped bare. The Gov- 
ernment work is usually responsible for this particular 
feature. 


Wire CLotH.—The demand for wire cloth is good and. 
the long-expected advance has gone into effect. 

We now quote from jobbers’ stocks: 12 mesh, $2.25; 14 
mesh, $2.75; 12 mesh galvanized, $2.95; 14 mesh gal- 
vanized, $3.35. 

Among the price advances of the week were: Horse 
and curry cards, 25 per cent; cow bells, 20 per cent; 
Perfection and petroleum faucets, 10 per cent; Tainter’s. 
No. 7 saw sets, 20 per cent; measuring tapes, 10 per 
cent. 

Landers, Frary & Clark’s cutlery and hardware goods. 
have been advanced about 10 per cent. The Chicago 
Flexible Shafting Company has issued a new list on 
«clippers and plates which shows a substantial advance. 

The demand for steel and iron bars, bolts and nuts. 
and the heavy hardware goods continues unabated, and 
there is no improvement in stocks. Structural rivets. 
have been advanced and are now quoted at 6.35c., base, 
per pound. Prices on bars, bolts and chain are un- 
changed. 


CLEVELAND

RETAIL trade in hardware lines continues good in 
Cleveland and the volume of business done in June 
was generally very satisfactory. Business is holding 
up well in the downtown stores, but some of the small 
retailers in the outlying residential districts report a 
falling off in the past two weeks which they attribute 
to the usual summer lull. 

Many seasonable goods such as lawn mowers are still 
moving fairly well, but the unusual amount of rainy 
weather which has stimulated the demand for these has 
had the opposite effect on the demand for hose, the call 
for which has been very light all the season. The de- 


mand for paints is very satisfactory in spite of the 
high prices which have caused many to postpone re- 
painting their houses. Many feel that paints will be 
no cheaper next year and are not deferring their paint- 
ing. In spite of high prices, building work continues. 
to come out in heavy volume, this being largely in resi- 
dences and apartment houses, and the demand for build- 
ers’ hardware continues good. 

Jobbers report a fairly good volume of business, 
although the trade is buying in small lots, not wishing 
to have a large amount of goods on hand in case prices 
should fall. Jobbing houses are still having a great 
deal of trouble with the car situation and deliveries to 
the country trade are badly delayed. Shipments are 
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coming from manufacturers fairly well, although it 
takes some time to get goods because of the transporta- 
tion delays. The unusual heavy demand this year for 
garden tools has brought many repeat orders. There is 
a shortage of cultivators and hand plows, but jobbers 
are generally fairly well supplied with other garden 
implements. Prices continue to show an upward ten- 
dency, and a large number of advances were made 
during the week. 

AGRICULTURAL WRENCHES.—Makers of agricultural 
wrenches advanced prices 20 per cent June 28. It is 
stated that the cost of the malleable castings used in 
making these goods has advanced from 5 to 6c. a pound 
to 20 to 30c. a pound in the past year. 

PLUMBING Goops AND FITTINGS.—A price advance of 
approximately 10 per cent has been made on practically 
all plumbing goods, including fittings, valves and white 
enameled sinks. 

BoILeRS AND RapDIATORS.—A price advance of about 10 
per cent is announced on both steam and hot water 
boilers and radiators. 

GALVANIZED AND TIN WARE.—New price advances 
amounting to about 10 per cent have been made on gal- 
vanized and tin ware. 

Woop Screws.—Manufacturers of wood screws an- 
nounce a price advance of about 10 per cent. 

Wuirte Leap.—White lead has again been advanced 
%ec. a pound. The National Lead Company’s Morley 
brand of white lead is quoted at $14 per hundredweight. 

CHAIN Hoists.—Makers of chain hoists have ad- 
vanced prices about 10 per cent. 

SasH Corp.—Several makers have advanced their 
prices of sash cord to 3c. per pound.

It is seldom that a salesman calls more than once 
a week and four columns answer for this pur- 
pose. For instance, if on the first call in Janu- 
ary of the salesman of the A. F. & W. Hardware 
Company, $40 worth of goods were bought the 
amount would be written under column 1 in Janu- 
ary. If $60 were purchased on a second call this 
would be written under the second column in 
January, and so on. Then the totals are carried 
out in column T. Under column P the date on 
which the bill is paid is written and in the next 
column the check number. Remarks on freight 
allowances, extra discounts, or similar notations 
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SASH WEIGHTS.—Owing to the high price of scrap an 
advance of $5 has been made on sash weights. 

WHEELBARROWS.—Several makers of wheelbarrows 
have advanced prices 10 per cent. 

BALE Ties.—-The Cambria Steel Co. has announced an 
advance of approximately 10 per cent on bale ties. 

HORSESHOES.—Several manufacturers of horseshces 
have advanced prices 50c. per keg. 

AxEs.—An advance of $1.50 a dozen has been made 
on axes by a number of manufacturers. 

SHEETS.—There is a fairly good demand for sheets 
although high prices have curtailed the call for gal- 
vanized sheets for roofing purposes. Deliveries from 
mills are very slow and jobbers’ stocks are depleted. 
Mill prices have been further advancing and jobbers 
have marked up their prices. 

Jobbers’ prices to retailers are as follows: No 
9 to 9.50c.; No. 28 galvanized, 11 to 11.50c.; No 
annealed, 8.25c. 

NAILS AND WIRE.—Deliveries of nails from manufac- 
turers are slow and they are accepting no orders from 
jobbers for carlot shipments. Following the recent ad- 
vance in mill prices, jobbers’ prices have been advanced. 
We quote jobbers’ prices for less than carload lots as 
follows:

ORTH CAROLINA does not boast of any great

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Ready Roofing Has Place in 


the Hardware Store 


By C. A. HARTUPEE 


PEEP into the history of paper, ready or com- 

position roofing shows that it is not a “new 
fangled” roofing, as ordinarily supposed, but that 
it originated in Sweden in the latter part of the 
eighteenth century as a result of experiments 
made by an official of the Swedish Admiralty 
named Faxa. Later the German architect, Gilly, 
realizing its service value, recommended its use 
extensively on buildings throughout Germany. It 
was not, however, until about 1840 that experi- 
ments of any consequence were made in the United 
States, about which time tarred paper was first 
used in Cincinnati, Ohio, according to all avail- 
able records. Improvements were gradually made 
on the crude methods of manufacture, which re- 
sulted in the tar paper built-up roof, and, later, 
the old stand-by, two and three-ply tar paper roof- 
ing, whieh was, by the way, the first form of ready 
roofing on the market.

Extensive research, however, developed the fact 
that there were other waterproofing materials be- 
sides coal tar; furthermore, it became urgently 
necessary to use a better base; consequently as- 
phalts, stearine, pitch and various other water- 
proof compounds were tried out. The result was 
the great triumph of the composition roofing, 
which became better known as asphalt felt or 
“rubber” roofing. 


Wool Rags as Base

the base is made from wool rag stock and even 
the most inexperienced person could not mistake 
the felt, before saturation, for paper. 

As most of the hardware trade knows, the base 
of ready roofing is made from woolen rags, chopped 
fine and reduced to pulp, after which it is run 
through a machine that makes a firm-fibered felt 
with all fibers thoroughly intermeshed or “mat- 
ted.” This felt is then put through the saturating 
and coating machines, taking about one and a half 
times its own weight of waterproofing compound. 

After being saturated and coated the roofing is 
inspected and wound up in rolls containing 108 
sq. ft. The most satisfactory width of felt being 
$2 in., a width that is a safeguard against buck- 
ling. 

Furthermore, there are hundreds of buildings 
covered with the asphalt ready roofings that have 
been on eight to fourteen years without any ex- 
pense for painting or repairs of any sort what- 
soever. 

It is most important, however, that the dealer 
select for his trade none but the most reliable 
composition roofing he can buy, as the building 
owners have learned through costly experience 
that a bargain in roofing to-day often proves a 
repair bill to-morrow, and consequently are in- 
sisting upon goods of established merit. There 
are only a comparatively few manufacturers’ 
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brands, now on the market, that have withstood 
the test of time, weather and competition within 
the past 15 or 20 years, while there have been 
almost as many hundreds that have shot across 
the horizon of commerce like a falling star and 
disappeared, to be heard of no more. 

It will more than repay the dealer to use every 
precaution to insure getting none but the most 
reliable roofings the market affords, as the future 
of asphalt composition or “rubber” roofing is most 
promising, and a little caution, used now, insures 
the trade getting the benefit of all profits accruing 
from the steadily increasing demand for ready 
roofing. 

As in all other lines handled by the hardware 
dealer, “constant vigilance is the price of financial 
reward,” so he should beware of composition roof- 
ings that only have selling value to recommend 
them instead of service value. There is no other 
type of roofing that can be handled so easily, and
